— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Central Passport & Emigration Organisation (Initial Constitution a nil 
Maintenance) Rules, 1939, namely : — 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Central Passport & Emigration Organi- 
sation (Initial Constitution and Maintenance) Amendment Rules, 1965. 

(ii) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of the Central Passport and Emigration Organisation (Initial 
Constitution & Maintenance) Rules. — In the Central Passport & Emigration 
Organisation (Initial Constitution $nd Maintenance) Rules, 1959 : — 

(1) in rule 13, for the proviso to sub-rule (2), the following proviso shall 
be substituted, namely : — - 

"Provided that on the recommendation of the duly constituted Departmental 
Promotion Committee and with the concurrence of the Union Public

four years of service in Grade III of that Organisation.’’; 

'(ii) after rule 24, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

"25. Power to relaw. — The Central Government may, where it Is of opinion 
after consultation with the Union Public Service Commission that' 
It Is necessary or expedient so to do, by order and for reasons to 
be recorded by it in writing relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons.’’;
